The la- 
bourers, who had Gern the. burden and leat of the 
day, are repreſented as murmuring againſt the Lord 
of | the vineyard, for making: thoſe equal to them in 
pay, who had waited but one hour, Such murmure 
ing is, indeed, unteaſonable; becauſe the Lord hath 
a right to do what he will with his own, neither 
ſhould their eye k evil, becauſe be is good. Vet 
ſuch is the frailty of Human Nature, that the gene- 


rality of us are apt to complain, if they are rewarded 
equally with us, whoſe labour has been inferior to 


ours. How much more then will our Paſſions be a- 


larmed how amazed and. aſhamed ſhall. we be, if 


we find not only that others enjoy. equal to what 
we expected, but that they receive what might have 


been ours, had we not, thro want of reſolution; 
deſerted our cauſe? eſpecially, if they, who obtain 


ſuch benefits and advantages, are our E nemies? Vet 
this will probably be the caſe, if ye fail. They 
who have taken ſo much pains to depreciate the Coun- 
try and the Inhabitants, would be the firſt to take 
advantage of any want of reſolution, on your parts. 


Their infolence in dividing the ſpoil would add a 
keenneſs to your mortification for having, delivered it 
up to them; and their cruelty would return with 
double 
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nat weary. in well-doing. . Let not the thwarts of 


therto 4 with bravery and with "REED 
am perſuaded, therefore, you will never ſubmit a
